Allen  Research  Project 

Dr.  Arthur  Allen,  assistant  professor 
of  plant  pathology  at  Northwestern, 
and  two  well-known  amateur  horti- 
culturists from  Mansfield  are  engaged 
in  a  cooperative  research  project  that 
could  mean  the  return  of  an  economi- 
cally-important American  tree. 

The  research  project  is  concerned 
with  the  evaluation  of  the  success  a 
new  fungicide  has  in  preventing  a 
disease  called  chestnut  blight  from 
occurring  on  American  chestnut  and 
chinkapin  trees.  The  fungicide  being 
used  in  the  research  is  Benlate,  which 
was  released  for  commercial  use  in 
1970  by  the  DuPont  Chemical  Co. 

Also  included  in  the  project  is  the 
three  men's  appraisal  of  the  poten- 
tial rebirth  of  American  chestnut  and 
chikapin  production  in  the  Southeast. 

According  to  Allen,  research  is  be- 
ing conducted  on  a  10-acre  tract  of 
land  owned  by  Mansfield  chiropractor 
Dr.  W.  J.  Strong,  an  avid  horticulturist 
and  plant  breeder.  Also  working  with 
Allen  and  Strong  is  Bruno  Lowery, 
a  driver's  license  examiner  in  Mans- 
field and  an  amateur  horticulturist 
who  has  done  extensive  work  in  the 
area  of  grafting  and  growing  of  nut- 
bearing  trees. 

Gregory  Heads  Meeting 

More  than  30  anthropologists  from 
colleges  and  universities  across  Loui- 
siana met  recently  with  the  chairman 
of  the  state's  Indian  tribal  councils 
to  discuss  ways  to  coordinate  anthro- 
pological research  with  the  needs 
of  the  Indian  population  of  this  state. 

Hiram  F.  Gregory,  assistant  profes- 
sor of  anthropology  at  Northwestern, 
coordinated  the  state  conference. 

Gregory  said  it  was  the  first  time 
a  conference  has  ever  been  planned 
for  Louisiana  where  both  the  anthro- 
pologist and  the  tribal  council  chair- 
men of  an  Indian  tribe  have  met  to 
discuss  the  need  for  a  broader  line 
of  communication  between  anthro- 
pologists  and   the   Indians.   The   con- 


ference is  also  one  of  only  a  few 
meetings  of  this  nature  to  be  held  in 
the  United  States. 

Fort  Polk  Center  Set 

Northwestern  officials  accepted  the 
deed  on  Jan.  18  to  a  160-acre  tract  of 
land  at  Fort  Polk  which  will  be  devel- 
oped into  an  educational  center  for 
military  personnel  and  civilians  in  the 
West  Louisiana  area. 

Formal  deed  transfer  ceremonies 
were  conducted  at  the  Officers  Open 
Mess  at  Fort  Polk  with  Dr.  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick,  Northwestern  president, 
receiving  the  title  to  the  property  from 
Fort  Polk  commanding  officer  Maj. 
Gen.  Charles  E.  Spragins. 

Kilpatrick,  in  his  address  to  some 
200  military  officials,  university  repre- 
sentatives, elected  leaders  and  edu- 
cators who  attended  the  ceremonies, 
called  the  acquisition  of  the  property 
by  Northwestern  "a  new  era  of  coop- 
eration between  military  and  educa- 
tional institutions  in  Louisiana." 

Northwestern  obtained  the  property 
through  negotiations  with  the  surplus 
property  utilization  division  of  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.  Sam  G.  Wynn,  regional  direc- 
tor of  the  Dallas  HEW  office,  pre- 
sented the  deed  to  Spragins,  and  the 
Fort  Polk  commander  made  the  pre- 
sentation to  Kilpatrick. 

Funds  Are  Approved 

The  Louisiana  State  Parks  and  Rec- 
reation Commission  has  announced 
that  the  Student  Union  Governing 
Board  at  Northwestern  is  eligible  to 
receive  federal  funds  which  are  to  be 
used  in  the  construction  of  an  outdoor 
recreational  complex  at  NSU. 

Robert  Wilson,  Northwestern  Stu- 
dent Union  director  and  coordinator 
of  the  proposed  recreational  complex, 
said  the  federal  government  and  stu- 
dents at  NSU  will  each  share  half  the 
cost  of  construction  on  all  outdoor 
facilities. 

The  project,  which  will  be  one  of 
the  most  extensive  university  recrea- 
tional plants  in  the  South,  will  cost  an 
estimated  $1.3  million. 


Wilson  said  that  since  the  project 
has  qualified  for  federal  funds  when 
such  funds  are  made  available  to  the 
state,  the  architects  assigned  to  design 
the  complex,  Gabriel  and  Carter  of 
Lake  Charles,  can  now  begin  drawing 
up  the  final  plans  for  the  outdoor 
facilities  and  determining  cost  esti 
mates  for  construction  of  the  recrea- 
tional plant.

Dr.  Millard  J.  Bienvenu,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Sociology  and  Social 
Work  at  Northwestern,  is  the  author 
of  a  manuscript  which  has  been 
accepted  for  publication  in  the  maga- 
zine "Family  Coordinator." 

Entilted  "A  Measurement  of  Pre- 
marital Communication,"  the  article 
summarizes  Bienvenu's  research  over 
a  period  of  four  years  at  NSU  with 
couples  contemplating  marriage. 

Bienvenu  constructed  the  Premari- 
tal Communication  Inventory  which 
was  used  in  interviews  with  more  than 
500  couples  in  an  effort  to  determine 
what  they  talk  about  and  what  they 
fail  to  discuss  in  preparation  for  mar- 
riage. 

Waskom  Receives  Grant 

Dr.  John  Waskom,  associate  profes- 
sor of  earth  sciences  at  Northwestern, 
was  among  more  than  100  lunar  re- 
search scientists  from  throughout  the 
nation  invited  to  attend  the  Lunar 
Scientific  Institute's  Lunar  Geology 
CoKiference  recently  at  the  Manned 
Spacecraft  Center  ini  Houston. 

Waskom  and  Dr.  Rene  DeHon  of  the 
University  of  Arkansas  at  Monticello 
are  co-investigators  in  a  $38,000  re- 
search project  aimed  at  determining 
various  structural  features  of  the 
moon.  The  research  is  sponsored  by 
the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration,  which  also  sponsors 
the  geology  conference. 

The  project  is  being  conducted  in 
an  effort  to  determine  the  thickness 
of   various    layers   of   moon   maierial 
through  the  use  of  gravity  data.

QUESTION:  What  are  the  most 
pressing  challenges  regarding  North- 
western's  future  as  a  leader  in  higher 
education? 

ANSWER:  Academic  excellence  and 
advancement,  a  stable  student  enroll- 
ment and  financial  support  are  in- 
terrelated concerns  which  exist  in 
the  life  of  every  university.  We  at 
Northwestern  certainly  share  those 
concerns.  We  are  striving  toward  pro- 
gress in  every  area,  because  we  can- 
not afford  to  be  content  with  the 
status  quo. 

QUESTION:  What  is  your  opinion 
about  the  effect  of  the  proposed  new 
Louisiana  constitution  on  higher  edu- 
cation and  Northwestern  in  particular? 

ANSWER:  Speaking  only  for  my- 
self, I  hope  that  all  Northwestern 
people  will  go  to  the  polls  to  express 
their  opinion  on  the  new  state  charter 
regardless  of  how  they  feel.  The  CC 
'73  proposal  is  not  perfect,  but  in  my 
judgment  it  is  superior  to  the  exist- 
ing Constitution.  I  feel  most  deeply 
that  Alternate  B  of  the  Education  arti- 
cle is  superior  to  Alternate  A,  because 
it  provides  for  a  single  board  to  govern 
all  of  higher  education  in  Louisiana. 
Under  this  arrangement,  it  is  far  more 
likely  that  Northwestern  would  re- 
ceive a  more  equitable  distribution  of 
public  monies  designed  for  higher 
education. 

Question:  What  can  alumni  do  to 
help  Northwestern? 

ANSWER:  We  desperately  need  the 
help  of  our  alumni  in  several  ways, 
and  since  the  value  of  a  degree  from 
any  institution  depends  upon  the 
growing  reputation  of  that  college  or 
university,  it  is  to  the  benefit  of  our 
alumni  that  they  assist  the  university. 
We  need  for  our  alumni  to  promote 
the  university  by  pointing  out  its 
strong  points  to  their  friends  and  to 
potential  students.  Alumni  should 
consider  themselves  student  recruiters 
for  Northwestern.  Send  us  the  name 
and  address  of  any  high  school  student 
who  is  interested  in  continuing  his 
education  here. 

Our  alumni  should  also  participate 
in  alumni  functions.  As  clubs  are 
organized  in  your  area,  help  us  build 
an  enthusiastic  Demon  spirit  and  a 
sense  of  togetherness  among  NSU 
alumni.  Make  whatever  financial 
contributions  you  can  to  Northwestern 
for  scholarships,  research,  library,  ath- 
letics or  whatever  you  choose.

Actions  are  currently  proceeding 
toward  the  establishment  of  North- 
western's  first  formally-organized  pro- 
fessionally-oriented "special  interest" 
group  of  alumni  which  will  be  the 
86  men  and  women  who  have  earned 
a  master's  degree  in  Northwestern's 
Student  Personnel  Services  program. 
The  organization  of  those  alumni  will 
be  titled  SPAAN  (Student  Personnel 
Alumni  Association  of  Northwestern.) 

It  is  hoped  that  SPAAN  will  enable 
its  members  to  maintain  closer  ties 
with  one  another  and  with  North- 
western, and  to  develop  "feedback" 
from  the  professional  field  to  the 
SPS  academic  program  at  North- 
western. 

Roy  Brown  (BA,  1969  and  MEd, 
1970),  who  currently  serves  as  Assist- 
ant Director  of  the  Student  Union 
at  the  University  of  Southwestern 
Louisiana,  originated  the  idea  and 
asked  Fred  Bosarge  (BA,  1961  and 
MEd,  1970)  Northwestern  State  Uni- 
versity Dean  of  Men,  to  generate  the 
initial   organizational   work.

NSU  Asks  Funds  For  New  Athletic  Plant 


Northwestern  State  University  of- 
ficials have  submitted  a  proposal  to 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
Division  of  Administration  requesting 
$4  million  for  a  much-needed  stadium 
and  fieldhouse  complex,  according  to 
an  announcement  by  NSU  President 
Dr.    Aronold    Kilpatrick. 

The  proposal  is  included  in  the  uni- 
versity's long-range  budget  request 
for  capital  outlay  funds,  and  the  ath- 
letic complex  is  listed  as  the  top 
priority  for  new  construction  on  the 
Northwestern    campus. 

The  $4  million  request  includes  a 
15,000-seat  stadium,  28,000  square 
foot  fieldhouse,  tartan  surfacing  for 
Prather  Coliseum  and  the  track  at  old 
Demon  Stadium  and  expansion  and 
renovation  of  the  baseball  field  and 
tennis  courts. 

Some  $3.5  million  of  the  funds 
would  be  dedicated  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  stadium  and  fieldhouse 
with  the  other  $500,000  going  for 
the  renovation  projects  at  the  track, 
baseball    field    and    tennis    courts. 

The  proposed  stadium  would  have 
3,500  theatre-type,  chairback-  seats 
and  another  11,500  aluminum,  bench 
seats  such  as  the  ones  which  are 
being  installed  at  Shreveport's  State 
Fair  Stadium. 

Pressbox  facilities  in  the  new  sta- 
dium would  be  far  superior  to  those 
in  the  35-year  old  existing  stadium, 
and  the  new  arena  would  be  covered 
with  an  all-weather  tartan  surface. 
Modern  concession  areas,  restrooms, 
first-aid  rooms  and  other  vitally- 
needed  facilities  are  also  included 
in    the    proposed    stadium. 

Athletic  Director  George  Doherty, 
who  has  headed  the  drive  for  a  new 
athletic  complex  at  Northwestern 
during  the  past  two  years,  realizes 
that  the  university's  ambitious  request 
must  be  approved  at  several  levels 
of  state  government,  but  he  is  opti- 
mistic about  the  possibilities  of  re- 
ceiving  funds  for  the   stadium. 

"Northwestern  has  not  had  a  major 
capital  outlay  project  approved  since 
1969  when  we  received  funds  for  the 
new  library,"  Doherty  said,  "and  I 
feel  that  most  of  the  people  with 
whom  we  are  working  on  the  ath- 
letic complex  project  are  aware  of 
the  desperate  need  for  the  stadium 
and  fieldhouse  on  our  campus." 

Doherty  said  support  from  stu- 
dents, alumni,  townspeople.  Century 
Club  members  and  former  athletic 
lettermen  has  been  growing,  and  he 
also  indicated  that  a  number  of 
elected  officials  have  pledged  their 
assistance   in  the   project. 

"Several      local      elected      leaders 


have  voiced  their  support  of  the  ath- 
letic complex  proposal,"  said  Doher- 
ty, "and  our  Senator  and  Represen- 
tative plan  to  seek  support  for  the 
project  in  the  Legislature,  which,  of 
course,  is  where  we  will  need  final 
approval.  The  university  is  indebted 
to  everyone  who  is  helping  in  this 
matter,  because  the  need  for  an  ath- 
ietic  plant  is  far  more  serious  than 
many   people   realize." 

Northwestem's  athletic  facilities — 
especially  in  football — are  perhaps 
the  most  inferior  of  any  college  or 
university  in  Louisiana,  according  to 
Doherty.  But  approval  of  the  proposed 
plant  would  put  the  local  university 
on  equal  footing  with  other  state 
schools. 

Doherty  said  the  fieldhouse  would 
be  comprised  of  coaches  offices, 
home  and  visitors  dressing  rooms 
for  baseball,  football  and  track,  a 
letterman's  room,  classrooms,weight- 
training  areas,  conference  rooms, 
film  rooms,  laundry  and  a  fully- 
equipped  training  room  for  all 
sports.  Included  in  the  training 
room  would  be  a  sauna  area. 

"We  probably  need  the  fieldhouse 
worse  than  we  need  the  stadium," 
Doherty  said.  "Right  now,  we  have 
inadequate  dressing  rooms  in  every 
sport,  and  our  training  room  is  so 
small   that   it   is   almost   ineffectual." 

Under  the  athletic  complex  pro- 
posal, the  present  track  at  Demon 
Stadium  would  be  renovated, and  the 
new  stadium  would  not  have  a  track. 
The  request  calls  for  expanding  the 


track    to    eight    lanes    and    covering 
the  oval  with  a  tartan  surface. 

Doherty  said  that  covering  the 
floor  of  Prather  Coliseum's  arena 
with  a  tartan  surface  will  eliminate 
the  need  for  removing  and  replacing 
the  basketball  floor  for  graduation 
ceremonies,  concerts,  lectures  and 
other  coliseum  programs.  With  a  tar- 
tan covering,  the  basketball  floor 
could  be  used  for  numerous  other 
activities  without  being  damaged. 

Funds  are  also  being  requested  in 
the  proposal  for  dugouts,  grandstands 
and  restroom  facilities  at  the  baseball 
field.  The  field  persently  has  old- 
fashioned  wooden  dugouts,  cement 
seats  and  no  restrooms. 

Although  it  is  not  a  major  item 
in  the  proposal,  the  request  for  new 
tennis  courts  is  perhaps  the  most 
desperately-needed  of  all  facilities 
included  in  the  athletic  complex.  The 
request  is  for  the  expansion  of  the 
tennis  facility  from  four  courts  to  12 
courts. 

New  lighting  would  also  be  included 
in  the  tennis  complex  proposal.  Ten- 
nis is  growing  in  popularity,  and 
Northwestern  students  are  being  re- 
quired to  wait  in  line  for  a  court 
during  the  spring  and  summer  months. 

Doherty  said  the  athletic  complex 
would  be  a  valuable  addition  not  only 
to  Northwestern  but  to  the  entire 
community.  "Hopefully,  more  local 
people  will  offer  their  support  to  us 
for  the  development  of  the  new 
sports  plant,"  the  NSU  AD  added. 
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Demons  Win.  GSC  Title 
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Northwestern  State  University's 
Demons  captured  the  school's  first 
basketball  title  in  14  years  during  the 
past  season  by  winning  the  Gulf  South 
Conference  championship. 

Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's  club 
posted  an  outstanding  11-2  GSC  record 
and  a  18-7  regular  season  mark  during 
the  regular  season.  The  Demons  also 
ticipated  in  the  NAIA  playoffs. 

The  last  league  title  won  by  North- 
western was  the  1959-60  team  of 
Coach  Huey  Cranford  that  posted  a 
glittering  23-5  overall  record.

53  and   1953-54. 

Northwestern  won  its  first  con- 
ference title  during  the  1948-49  sea- 
son with  Coach  H.  Lee  Prather  at 
the  helm. 


Top  six  players  on  NSU's  '74 
championship  club  include  guards 
Howard  Hughes  and  Errick  Hunt,  for- 
ward Larry  Bivens  and  Billy  Reynolds 
and  centers  Reggie  Grace  and  Bernard 
Holdr,  who  was  a  valuable  "sixth 
ma"  during  the  Demons'  stretch 
drive.  Bivens  and  Reynolds  are  fresh- 
men. Holder  and  Hughes  are  Sopho- 
mores and  Hunt  and  Grace  are  juniors, 
so  the  Demons  should  be  strong  again 
next  year. 

Northwestern,  selected  to  the  NAIA 
Playoffs  for  the  fourth  time  in  six 
years,  won  the  District  30  title  with 
90-76  and  78-69  victories  over  Xavier 
University  after  the  Gold  Rush  took 
the  opening  game  of  the  playoff  series 
79-66  in  New  Orleans.  The  Demons 
fitnished  the  season  with  a  21-8  won- 
lost  record  after  advancing  to  the 
second  round  of  the  NAIA  National 
Tournament  in  Kansas  City.

Dr.  Pierson  was  the  ship's 
doctor.  "One  of  the  funniest  things 
that  ever  happened  to  us  on  that 
cruise,"  Doris  recalled,  "was  getting 
arrested  in  Montevideo,  Uruguah. 
Why,  they  thought  we  were  smug- 
glers. That  was  about  the  time  the 
Communists  were  taking  over."  From 
1950  to  1955,  Doris  and  Will  reha- 
bilitated 11  Polish  families.  "Our  gov- 
ernment offered  to  take  into  America 
250,000  inmates  of  the  Concentration 
Camps  of  Germany  and  absorb  them 
into  our  society,"  Doris  said.  "They 
had  to  pass  rigid  examinations,  ment- 
ally and  physically,  before  entering 
these  United  States.  The  sponsors 
had  to  gurantee  housing  and  jobs.  It 
was  a  successful  and  humanitarian 
venture  for  our  government  and  all 
concerned.  We  are  proud  to  be  a  part 
of  it.  The  mother  of  two  daughters, 
Doris  currently  belongs  to  the  Catho- 
lic Daughters  of  America,  LODA,  and 
the  Society  of  Natchitoches  Women 
for  the  Preservation  of  Historic  Nat- 
chitoches. 
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Lt.  Col.  Charles  H.  Ertell 

Lt.  Col.  Charles  H.  Ertell,  cheif  of 
the  Plans,  Operations  and  Training 
Division  at  Madigan  Army  Medical 
Center  in  Fort  Lewis,  Wash.,  Played 
a  key  role  in  "Operation  Home- 
coming" when  former  prisoners  of 
war  recently  returned  from  Vietnam. 
Ertell  was  one  of  seven  Army  offi- 
cers who  were  selected  to  represent 
the  Department  of  Defense  at  various 
military  hospitals  which  were  des- 
ignated as  centers  for  the  treatment 
for  former  prisoners  of  war.  He  was 
dispatched  to  Fitzsimons  Army  Med- 
ical Center  in  Denver,  Colo.,  where 
he  administered  the  Public  Affairs 
aspects  of  "Operation  Homecoming." 
Charles  spent  10  weeks  at  Fitzsimons. 
His  specific  duties  were  to  act  as  a 
liaison  between  the  returning  POW's, 
their  families  and  the  press,  handle 
all  inquiries  concerning  the  ex-POW's, 
conduct  daily  breifings,  set  up  press 
conferences,  advise  the  returnees  and 
their  families  and  answer  any  ques- 
tions the  ex-POW's  or  their  families 
might  have  about  their  relations  with 
the  press.  Ertell  recalled  that  15  re- 
turning POW's  were  actually  treated 
on  a  long  term  basis  at  Fitzsimons, 
however,  one  other  returnee  became 
ill  in  the  airplsme  on  his  way  to  Ft. 
Gordon,  Ga.,  and  was  treated  for  24 
hours  at  Fitzsimons.  There  were  some 
humorous  incidents  involved  in 
"Operation  Homecoming."  "On  one 
occasion."  Ertell  said,  "I  went  aboard 
the  aircraft  to  tell  the  returnees  what 
to  expect  as  I  did  each  time  a  group 
lamded.  I  told  one  24-year  old  soldier 
that  his  parents  and  his  daughter 
were  waiting  outside  for  him.  He 
immediately  shouted,  'Daughter"  loud 
enough  to  be  heard  all  the  way  across 
Denver,  and  the  rest  of  the  returnees 
burst  into  laughter.  The  young  lady 


on  the  ground  was  in  truth,  his 
sister."  Lt.  Col.  Ertell,  a  native  of 
Thibodaux  has  logged  20  years  iin  the 
service  and  spent  four  of  those  years 
as  Public  Affairs  Officer  for  the 
Surgeon  General.  He  received  his
